Washington, May ZT.—The cabinet 


spent much time today in discussing 
two Important measures—the Indian 
appropriation bill and the omnibus 
claims bill. Both were found to con- 
tain objectionable Items, but these. 
after full discussion, were decided to 
be of trivial importance compared 
with the other feature* of the bills. 
Both measures were signed by the 
president. 


IN THESENATE. 


Washington, May 27.-In the sen- 


ata today Xr. Barrows, chairman of 
the committee on privileges and elec- 
tions, reported that the majority of 
the committee was opposed to tie 
bouse resolution providing for the 
election of senstors by the people; 
that a majority of the committee was 
In favor cf th* Depew amendment 
providing that the election of sen- 
ators In all stats* shall be uniform 
and congress sh«ll have power to en- 
foice th* amendment; and finally the 
majority of ths committee was op- 
posed to the resolution ss amended. 


In answer to Inquiries Mr. Burrows 


said that the commltte* by majority 
vote hid refused to report the rKrjlu- 
tlon as smtnded to the senate, cither 
favorably or adrersely. He said th* 
committee had not directed him to re- 
port th* resolution to the senate 
cither favorably or adversely.

PBOF. HILL'S RESEARCHES. 


Fort Dt France, Monday, May 86. 


—Prof. Robert T. Hill. United States 
government geologist 
and head of 


he expedition sent by th* National 
Geographical society, has Jast come 
n from s daring and prolonged in- 
vestigation of tht volcanic activity 
n Martinique. Prof. Hill chartered 
a steamer and carefully 
examined 


he coast as far north 
a* Port de 


Maconba, at the extreme end of the 
tland, making frequent 
landings. 


After landing at Le Precheur, 
five 


miles north of St. Pierre, he walked 
hrough an area of active valcanism 
o the latter place and made a minute 


tmlnatlon of the various phenom- 


ena disclosed. 


STORY IS VALUABLE. 


Prof. Hill it ths first and only man 


who has 
set foot 
la the area of 


craters, fissures and fumarole*. and 


inse of his high position as a 


scientist, his story is valuable. 
In 


addition to his work of investigation, 
the professor rescued In his steamer 
many poor people of Le PrecheBr, 
who had ventured back after desert - 
ng their homes and 
found them- 


selves in awful danger. He reports 
as follows: 


'The zone of the 
catastrophe in 


Martinique forms an elongated oval. 
containing on land about eight square 
miles of destruction. This oval is 
partly over the sea. 
The land part 


s bounded by lines running from 
Le Precheur to tbe peak 
of Mont 


Pelee, thence curving around to Car- 
btt. There were three well marked 
zones: First, t center of annihlla 
tion, in which all life, vegetable and 
animal, was utterly destroyed, the 
greater northern part of St. Pierre 
was in this rone: second, a zone of 
singeing, 
blistering flame, which 


also was fatal to all life, killing all 
men and animals, burning the leaves 
on the tiees and scorching, but not 
utterly destroying, the trees them 
selves; thiid. a large outer, non-de- 
structive zone, wherein somt v* 
tatlon was injured. 
The focus of 


annihilation was the new crater mid 
way between the sea and the peak of 
Mont Pelee. where now exista a new 
area of active vulcanism, with hun- 
dreds of fumaroles or miniature vol- 
canoes. The new crater is now vom- 
iting black, hot mud. which is fall 
ing into the sea. 
Both craters, the 


lid and new, are active. Mushroom 
jhaped steam explosions constantly 
ascend from the old crater, while 
heavy ash-laden clouds float horizon 
tally from the new crater. The old 
ejects steam, smoke, mud, pumice 
ind lapilli. but no molten lava. 


DUE TO NEW CRATER. 


"The salient topography of the re 


glon is unaltered. The destruction o 
St. Pierre was due to the new crater 
The explosion had great tnptrficia 
force, acting in radial directions, 
is evidenced 
by the dismounting
